in world history. , To-day, in Ireland, 
something of the same system of grow- 
ing grain, and storing it against a time of 
national need—or, at any rate, seasonable 
need—is in operation. 
In the same way as Egyptian corn was 
garnered and housed against a famine in the 
time of the Pharoahs we in the twentieth 
century are erecting throughout the Irish 
Free State a series of modern buildings, 
termed silos, to store our home-grown wheat. 
They are huge, lofty edifices these buildings, 
and to their topmost floer billions of bushels 
of grain are brought by mechanical power 
each day, and there allowed to descend by 
gravity to countless storage bins within their 
walls. The latest of suck. silos is situated at 
Victoria quay in Cork. 

It is known as the National Grain Silo, 
and it became a necessity because of the 
encouragement given State De- 


Be 


partment of Agriculture to the growing of 
native wheat. The building is just com- 
pleted, and from an architectural point of 
view may be said to mark a departure from 
the usual unlovely “ canister’’ silo seen in 
most ports. It consists of a symmetrical rec- 
ests am main building rising to about 128 
feet, with an elevator tower projecting 
slightly beyond the front line, and rising to 
a height of about 23 feet above the main 
building, making a total height of about 151 
feet from the ground. In the front of the 
tower are two windows which run _ vcon- 
tinuously for almost the entire height of the 
building. ‘These windows enhance the struc- 
ture, so that the front elevation of the silo 
presents a facade of striking appearance and 
graceful proportions. 
NATIVE HARVEST. 

The National Grain Silo has a capacity of 
10.000 tons. This additional storage accom- 
modation became wuecessary because the 
millers and merchants of Cork must be in a 
position to handle and store the native har- 
vest, as well as to deal with the neces- 
sary supplies of foreign wheat. It 
is customary to umport wheat at 
intervals as required, and the existing 
grain sterage in Cork was quite capable ol 
dealing with sucn imports. Native grain has 
to be dealt with differently. It does not 
come -on sale gradually throughout the year, 
but is rapidly thrown on the market after 
the harvest, because farmers want to cash 
their crops as quickly as possible. Accord- 
ingly, there must be buyers ready to take up 


' the wheat at guaranteed prices, and these 


buvers must be fully equipped to handle it 
in large quantities, as well as to dry it down 
to a safe moisture. content; to warehouse it 


properly, and keep it in good condition until 


| it has been absorbed into our daily bread. 
| This process is spread out over the months 


that intervene until the ensuing harvest. 

The National Grain Silo, Ltd,, was pro 
moted by Messrs, R. and H Hall, Ltd., and 
J. W. Green and Co. (Cork), Ltd., grain 
merchants. Cork. and the entire shareholding 
is in their hands. The company will work 
in conjunctior. with these two firms and with 
their drying plants at Albert road and 
Anderson’s quay. “These drying plants are of 
the latest and ‘most scientific models, and are 
designed to fulfil all requirements for the 
proper handling, drying and careful keeping 
of native wheat. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

The planning of the Silo and the lay-out of 
the machinery equipment were designed by 
the well-known Swiss firm of milling 
engineers, Messrs. Buhler Brothers, who also 
planned and equipped the adjacent National 
Flour Mili. | 

The. reinforced concrete construction was 
desiened and earned out by Messrs, Peter 
Lind and Co.. Ltd., London. In conjunction 
with the architects were Messrs. Harrington 
and Buchan. Cork. Annproximately 2,000 tons 
of cement, supplied by Messrs. Charles Tennant 
and Son, was used in the construction of the 
building, and vast quantities of Browhnd 
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The National Grain Silo, standing more 
Victoria quay, Cork. 


HARVEST 
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Té ancient granaries of Egypt arefamed granite, quarried at Goleen, in West Cork, 


and famed for its extraordinary resistance to 
crushing, were also used. 

The Silo as planned embodies many features 
worthy of note. It consists of 39 bins, most 
of which are about 88 feet deep, while eight in 
the centre of the building are about 15 feet 
deeper. The outlets of the latter are 
accessible from the ground floor, while the 
outlets of the remainder are on the second or 
*" sacking-off’’ floor. 27 of the bins are 
Square ‘in shape, and will shold as much as 
300 tons each, while the remaining twelve 
are rectangular, being about half the size and 
capacity of the others. 

There are three principal floors, viz :—The 
ground floor, which lies between two car- 
passages, the sacking-off floor, and the floor 
over the bins at the top of the house, In 
addition, there are four small floors situated 
in the machinery tower. and three further can 
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be constructed af, a later date to meet any 
possible need for expansion of pliant. 
This being what is known as a ‘‘ merchant 


silo,’’ as distinct from a' purely ““‘ mill silo,”’. 


special attention has been paid to the design 
so as to ensure speedy and eflicient reception 
of grain from caris, together with facilities 
for quick loading outwards at the same time, 
Furthermote, a scneme has been incorpcerated 
for delivery by mechanical means across the 
intervening roadway to the adjacent National 
Flour Mills, whose interests are largely bound 
up with those of the National Grain Silo, 
Limited. 
MACHINERY. 

In order to keep machinery down to a 
minimum, a rectangular building was planned 
with the elevating machinery _ situated 
centrally at the northern end. The work of 
carrying the grain to the foot of the elevators 
is done by two large conveyors, while, 
similarly, the work of distributing the grain 
on the top of the house is also carried out 
by only two conveyors, which take it from

Redler chain in its box is driven by a 
separate motor at one end. The box being 
covered over, it is claimed that there is no 
escape of dust such as inevitably occurs when 
grain is carried swiftly on a moving band. 
he National Grain Silo is the first silo in 
Ireland to be equipped solely with this type 
of conveyor. 
ENTRY AND DESPATCH. 

The problem of taking in gram from carts 
has been solved very satisfactorily. Two 
17ft. passages run, at street level, underneath 
the building at-each side, and there are large 
intake hoppers at the inner side of each 
passage. These hoppers are on a level with 
the carts, and are spaced so that three carts 
may be unloaded simultaneously in each 
passage, with room to pass. All traffic is one- 
way—through the building from north to 
south—to prevent congestion. Each passage 
constitutes a separate intake system, with 
necessary conveyors and elevators. There 
are thus two separate plants (each capable of 
dealing with 70 tons of grain per hour), and 
delivery to the elevators and to the top con- 
veyors is interchangeable. The same systems 
can alternatively be used for turning grain 
from one bin to another. | 

The twin passage-ways are also used for 
outward delivery to carts and lorries.. Over- 
head is a “ sacking-off’’ floor, where small 
portable semi-automatic weighing machines 
are operated. These can be run under any 
bin outlet, and when the controlling slide is 
opened the grain flows through the weigher, 
each weighment passing into a sack. The 
filied sacks are then lowered by means of 
special winches through floor-ports to carts 
standing in the passage below. As an 
auxiliary method carts can also be loaded 
while standing outside the building by means 
of slides from doors on the “ sacking-off ” 
floor. 

A gantry across the road connects the silo 
with the National Flour Mills, and this, 
in addition to housing a conveyor, will pro- 
vide a walk-way for the mill operatives. The 
conveyor is fed from a special group of six 
bins in the silo; and by opening the slides 
at any one bin outlet the mill staff is able 
to feed the conveyor with whichever wheat 
they need for transference to the mill 
premisés. Wheat may thus be drawn by 
night as well as day. ' 

CLEAN CONTENT. 

On various floors in the machinery tower 
are cleaning and weighing machines. Wheat, 
when taken in, can be sent over this plant, 
if desired, by means of a third elevator, 
which feeds first to a separator, and through 
that to a half-ton Avery automatic weigher. 
After leaving the weigher the wheat once 
more reaches the foot of the main elevators, 
and can be hoisted to the top of the building 
for storage in the bins. 

The two conveyors on the distributing floor 
are so situated that they each feed one half 
of the house by means of fixed spouts or 
tubes, each bin having its own connecting 
spout. In order to divert the grain as it 
moves along the conveyor it is only neces- 
sary to open a controlling slide, when the 
grain will flow by gravity from the conveyor 
box into the required bin. By this system 
the escape of dust, as usually occurs at this 
point, is prevented. 

Further steps to control dust include an 
exhaust system, by which suction can be 
applied at various points in the flow of grain, 
such as the heads of all the elevators, the 
feeding point in the top conveyors, and the 
separating machine. All the dust-laden air 
is treated in a large filter, the cleaned air 
being allowed to escape into the outside 
atmosphere, while the dust is fed through 
spouts to sacks on the ground floor. 

The great height of the building and the 
necessity for quick movement to and from the 
top of the house, decided the directors to in- 
stul a modern lift, which is completely self- 
operated, and gives communication to six 
tloors. The makers are Messrs. Schindler and 
Co., Lucerne. Safe exit from the building 
in case of fire is provided for by the inclu- 
sion of a fire escape fitted on one of the out- 
side walls of the machinery tower. Access 
to the staircase can be effected from every 
floor through steel fireproof doors. 


OTHER CONTRACTORS. 

Power and light for the whole of the silo 
are supplied by the Electricity Supply Board. 

The trial borings for foundations were 
carried out by the Irish Boring Co., Ltd..

The sand used in the construction of 
concrete was supplied by Messrs. Aherne and 
Sons, Carrigtwohill.

All the machinery installed is of the most 
up-to-date .type, and the conveyors them- 
selves are all Redler chains—one of the most 
modern types of conveyor, consisting of an 
endless chain, the lower length of which runs 
along the floor of a metal “box” or hollow- 
shaft. When the ““box ” is filled at any 
point with wheat the chain carries the grain 
along to the discharging point. The return 
half of the chain slides on two runners at the 
top of the box over the moving grain, Each

FOOD

NOCKBEG College, standing in its 

beautiful Pde on the bank of the 

River Barrow, about two miles from 

the town of Carlow, was the setting for the 

tenth rural week-end held under the auspices 

of the Muintir Na Tire Association. Up- 

wards of two hundred visitors were enter- 

tained during the week-end by the President 

the Very Reverend P. Swayne, and the sta 
of the college. 

Muintir na Tire now has a membership of 
250. 

The Rector, welcoming the visitors and 
delegates, said that Muintir Na Tire would 
always find a welcome at Knockbeg. He 
expressed the hope that they would enjoy 
their stay, and that their work would be 
productive of good results. 

Last Saturday evening a paper on “ How 
Athy honey is produced and marketed’ was 
read by Mr. Fintan Brennan, Secretary of 
the Athy Bee-Keepers’ Association. Honey, 
he said, was one of the few products of the 
land which had remained unexploited. With 
the revival of efforts at rational selí- 
sufficiency, however, there had been, to some 
extent. at least; an effort to remedy that 
neglect. 


VALUE OF HONEY 


The Irish people failed to realise the value 
of honey as a food. In ‘this country, and in 
neighbouring islands, the amount of honey 
used per head was down to the abnormally 
low figure of one ounce. Honey was a food 
almost completely digestible, and one lb. of 
honey had the same food value as 20 eggs or 
six pints of milk. 

Mr. Brennan went on to describe how the 
Athy Association was built up, and how the 
members co-operated in the marketing of 
honey. Organisations were absolutely neces- 
sary for the production of good honey, and 
nothing was more damaging to the industry 
than the individual producer, and even in- 
dividual associations were unsafe. Thete 
should be, said Mr. Brennan, a controlling 
hody to ensure the production of honey on 
scientific lines and to prevent careless mar- 
keting and ruinous competition.

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was pro- 
posed by Mr. Aodh de Blacam and seconded 
by Mr. P. R. Farrelly. Mr. E. Purcell, of 
Kilkenny, presiced, 

In the course of a paper on “ Agricultural 
Science in Rural Schools.” the Rev. Brother 
J. J. Crehan, Mount Sion, Waterford, re- 
ferred to the charge frequently made against 
elementary and secondary. schools in this 
country that the agricultural instruction im- 
parted by them was altogether bookish and 
not siited to the needs sf toe vast majority 
of Irish youth. That was not true, he said. 
of convent day schools. but he was afraid it 
was true of most other schools. 

One of the main objects, he said, of the 
teacher of a@ricultural science should be to 
inspire and foster an intense love of country 
life. It was a pity that there was no autho- 
logy dealing solelv with the glories of nature 
and the infinite charms of rural existence. 

Yesterday morning a paner on “ Allotments 
for Unemployed Persons” was read by Mr. 
C O'Donovan The principal reason in 
favour of these allotments, he said, was that 
it gave to the unemployed the oldeat and 
healtiest hobby in the world—the opportanity 
of cultivating a garden or an allotment. The 
Irish Free State, he said, in common with 
other countries, would take a considerable 
time tu recover from the trade depression. 
The Government, however. was doing all that 
could ee done to help the unemployed, but 
such assistance was bound to be small. More- 
over. altsolute dependence on State aid tended 
to lowe: self-esteem and a lower standard 
of living necessitated by reduced income 
would lead te a decline in physique and would 
lessen the desire for employment. The allot- 
ment move-nent provided an escape from 
enforced idleness and the dole. 


ALLOTMENTS 


Although the Government's scheme only 
can.e 1ito operation in 1934, the number of 
plots this year had reached a total of 4,500 
at sixty-two centres. For a purely nominal! 
sum—usually one shilling—an perry “re 
man cold rent an allotment of one-eighth 
1 an acre for eleven mouths, and he would 
be provided, in addition, with several kinds 
of seeds, cabbage plants, manures and spray- 
ing materials entirely free of cost. He was 
also allowed free tise of implements, and the 
advice of qualified instructors.

Mr. Shaw made a special appeal for the 
establishment of agricultural camp schools 
near Dublin and provincial towns, where 
boys between the ages of 14 and 18 could 
be taught various branches of agriculture and 
turned int» worthy and valuable citizens. 

Mr. Aodh de Blacam, in a talk yesterday, 
said that it was no use reviving the Irish 
language if they did not a'so revive tradi- 
tional Irish ideals; for the Gaelic movement 
had -its value in the fact that the language 
brought with it a series of principles and 
ideals. 

The economic and social evils arose from 
the fact that most of the peoples of Europe 
had been uprooted from the traditions of 
the past, and this terrible thing was coming 
into Ireland, in which, under the ancient 
Gaelic system, the people were firmly rooted 
in their past. 


COMMUNISM 


Continuing, he said: “ We in this country 
do not believe that Communism is a right 
remedy. It is an evil, and it carries with it 
worse evils, but it tends to spring out of the 
hopelessness of the mass of the people, and 
we are contributing to the growth of Com- 
munism whenever we assist the growth of the 
modern high industrialism. Every factory 
that is run by girls, who oaght to be at 
home, breaks up so many families from their 
natural order, and throws so many men into 
an unnatural position. Tt is the poison of 
Communism that is being injected into our 
social system. We can very well assist the | 
growth ‘of Communism by spreading mass- 
production, instead of distributed property 
and natural ownership.”’

APPROVED SOCIETIES 
AND NEW BODY

HE following has been issued :—' The 
report of the Government Actuary on 
the financial position as at December 

álst, 1935, of the sixty-five approved societies 
acministering National Health Insurance prior 
to .heir transfer to the Unified Society has 
been issued. e 

The report reviews thé financial operations 
of the soci-**« during the years 1928 to 1933, 
and the valuation balance sheet discloses a net 
deficiency of £46.700. In consequence of this 
result no schemes of additional benefits will 
be available for insured persons after the Sth 
instant, when the existing schemes (applicable 
only to about one-third of the neared popu- 
lation) come to an end. 

The valuation under notice was not affected 
by the operations of the Unified Society. If 
the isting valuation system continues, the 
first report to be based on the experience of 
the Unified Society will be that in respect of 
the five years 1934-1938, constituting the iifth 
valuation period, and it will not afiect the 
benefits of members until the year 1941. 

The deficiency on the fourth valuation now 
dicclosed - “ill be made 
contingencies funds, which are sufticient for 
the purpose, and no question of levy or re- 
duction in the rate of statutory benefits, 
therefore, arisen. 

The result is not unexpected. In a forecast. 
made by the Government Actuary in 1932, 
disclosed to the Dáil and Seanad by the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health in 1933, it was anticipated that the 
net deficiency, after setting off surpluses in 
certain societies against i ham in others, 
would be £175,000. 

The report is a justifieation of the action 
of the Minister for Local Government in 
securing the consent of the Oireachtas to the 
scheme of unification and the consequent 
merging Of the assets and liabilities of the 
societies. If that course had not been 
adopted, and the system of separate societies 
continued, it is beyond doubt that large 
numbers of insured persons would now be 
faced with the alternative of a heavy cash 
levy or reduction in the rate of sickness, 
maternity and disablement benefit. More- 
over, it is anticipated that the Unified 
Society, with its improved opportunities for 
uniformity of administration and supervision 
of claims in the interests of the members as 
a whole, will show a better result on its 
valuation report five years hence. 

The situation disclosed by the valuer’s 
report emphasises the urgent need for all 
insured persons to co-Operate with the Society 
in the prevention of improper claims, and 
increases the urgency of the appeal to all 
medical certifiers to exercise the greatest care 
in the issue of the certificates upon which 
claims to benefit are based.

BAKERY, SHIPPING AND

The negotiating committee for the bakery 
trade was congratulated by the annual meet- 
ing of the No. 1 branch, Irish Bakers’, Con- 
fectioners’ and Allied Trades’ Amalgamated 
Union, yesterday, on having secured a satis- 
factory settlement of the workers’ demands 
without having resort to a strike.

The strike notices which were served on 
the British and Irish Steam Packet Company 
by the Irish Scamen’s and Port Workers’ 
Union, on behalf of their docker members 
employed at the South quays, Dublin, 
expired towards the end of last week, but 
were not put into effect pending a meeting 
with representatives of the firm. Arrange- 
ments have been mada for the holding of 
the meeting this aiternoon. 

The executive committee of the Dublin 
Trades’ Union Council has decided to open 
negotiations with Messrs, Price (Ireland) 
Limited. Dublin, manufacturing tailors, with 
a view to averting a serious dispute in the 
industry. 

The dispute arises as the result of a com- 
plaint from the Clothing Trades’ Group in the 
Council to the effect that Messrs. Price pro- 
pose to reduce the rate paid for “ stock,”’ 
garments without making any increase in the 
piece rate paid for ‘‘ specials. The new rates 
will be anplied on Thursday next, or alterna- 
tively, all workers will be placed on time 
rates if a settlement is rot reached in the 
meantime.

EX-MINISTER’S VIEWS 
OF EMPIRE

-“ 


HE doctrine oí the. “‘survival of the 
5 fittest ” instead oí the doctrine oí “the 
supremacy oí the finest” was the 
rimary evil that he believed to be responsible 
or our present distorted civilisation, said 
Mr. Joseph Connolly; late Minister for Lancs 
and Fisheries, speaking at the annual Con- 
gress of the University Students’ Association 
at. Trinity College, Dublin, on Saturday. 

Mr. Connelly said that each generation 
imagined that it had the misfortune to le 
born at a singularly awkward period of the 
world’s histery. The war had changed a 
great deal. It had killed the glamour of 
war and made people ask: ‘‘ Who made the 
war!” It had resulted in a lack of faith in 
many things and an absence of trust between 
men and nations. They were now living in a 
world where question number one was: 
"What do I get ont of this?” And that was 
likely to operate among ourselves just as it 
ee among empires and nations, in 

neva, Abvssinia, or at a World Con- 
ference. 

“The chief need at the moment,” said Mr 
Connolly, “is a sense of moral responsibilty. 
I will say quite frankly that | see no hope of 
the development of a sense of moral respon- 
sibility, of a course of conduct that will Le 
conducive to peace, justice, or order, unless 
it is based on an acceptance of religion and 
all that is implied therein.”’ 


WHITE MAN’S BURDEN 


The next demand I would make would be 
to those who have in the past defended and 
bolstered up the idea of Empire. Empire to 
me simply means ''Grab.” We used to hear 
a great deal about bearing the white man's 
burdén, but the white man’s burden was the 
coloured man’s property, and occasionally the 
property of the other white man, traded to 
the highest bidder. The whole conception of 
Empire rests on conquest, on the philosophy 
of might being right, and on the subjection 
of the weak to the strong 

As matters stood in the international «here 
the universities could do little save to enter 
their protest against the continued acceptance 


of the present order or disorder of things. , 


They could point to the hypocrisies and 
deceits of the elder statesmen before the 
Great War, and during and since the Great 
War. They could join with the young intelli- 
gentsia in other countries to expose the evils 
of imperial conquest and resist the attempts 
that would be niade to stampede them into 
wars of exploitation for such conquests. Their 
immediate positive work would be in the 
contribution that they could make in their 


country to the full freedom and unity of that | 


country, and thé work of social regeneration 
within the country. 
to be done to put their own house in order. 
They were living in titnes when accepted 
social and economic theories were | being 
exploded, and all sorts of ‘‘isms*’ were being 
preached. Chenges were inevitable, whether 
they liked them or not, and their primary 
duty was to do their share in the examination 
and study of proposed changes, to find what 
was best in their circumstances, and to have 
the moral courage to face such changes. 


CHRISTIANITY AND JUSTICE 


In this country, at least, they should not, 
and would not, concede any course of policy 
that would not be in conformity with the 
principles of Christianity and justice. He 
retained the hope that they in Ireland could, 
and would, contribute to thé re-civilisation 
of Europe and the world; for the world 
needed Christianising missionary work, They 
could only achieve that by putting their own 
house in order, and to do that they needed 
to be left in full freedom and peace.

Thereupon 
the amalgamated company (on which notice 
has been served) shall be bound to amalga- 
mate, and the provisions in the seventh 
schedule shall have effect. 


PROPERTY AND RIGHTS 


The seventh schedule referred to is the 
subject of the second amendment. It pro- 
vides that the amalgamation shall be pur- 
suant to a scheme of amalgamation which 
will be agreed upon mutually between the 
amalgamating company and the ‘existing 
company, The scheme will provide that the 
property, assets and rights of the existing 
company shall, subject 4o the contracts, 
obligations and debts of the company, become 
vested in the amalgamated company and

Court. Unless it is of opinion that the 
scheme is unjust, the Court shall be bound 
to confirm the scheme 

After the scheme’ has been confirmed by 
the Court and ordered to be launched with 
the Registrar of Companies, subject to the 
provisions of tke scheme, - all debts and 
moneys due from or to the existing company 
shall be payable and paid by orto the amal. 
gamated company, and shall not affect any 
litigation in which the existing company is 
concerned.

They could hardly 
believe that the doctor and his friend had 
sailed across 400 miles of open sea—for a 
holiday. In their yacht Vilia, in the 
mouth of the Wear last night, Dr. Spark 
and Mr. Russell told a reporter of their 
holiday. It is not recorded on the north- 
east coast that so small a craft had before 
made the crossing to Norway. They left 
Sunderland on June 14th, and the food 
supply included twelve gallons of water, 
biscuits, and eggs and bacon, so that they 
could have a homely breakfast on their 
trip.

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THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sm,—Had I read the Rev. Dudley 


Fletcher’s letter on the above without know- 
ing whose name was at foot, Í would have 
thought some scoffing layman was writing 
blasphemously on the subject. It would be 
out of place to apply this term to anything 
from such a writer, but, to say the least, it 
is unbecoming and out of place, as well as 
being gross exaggeration. One can only con- 
clude that, as ‘with so many others writing 
on the subject, detestation of Italy’s conduct 
in Abyssinia has blinded judgment regarding 
every other aspect of the matter. Evén a 
cursory study of conditions prevailing in 
Abyssinia prior to the war should forbid any 
such parallel as suggested. I will not attempt 
to go into al! the details of his comparison, 
to dc so would seem like sharing in sacrilege. 
I only refer to one such detail. “ Haile 
Selassie has stood before the Tribunal of the 
League of Nations as Christ stood before the 
Tribunal of Pontius Pilate.’’ 

The Emperor fled from his country, and, 
with all the events leading up to it, staged 
a dramatic, but voluntary, appearance at 
Geneva. He appeared before a friendly, not 
a hostile Tribunal—if we eliminate the few 
Italians present—but for ail practical pur- 
poses he had tied the hands of his friends 
when he left his country. Had he remained 
even in some outlying district after his 
capital fell, no doubt efforts would have been 
made at Geneva to secure a compromise and 
thus retain for him some power and territory. 

How anyone claiming to be impartial can 
write “as Mr. Fletcher does on England’s posi- 
tion passes comprehension, especially after 
the spontaneous tribute by the President of 
the Free State to Mr. Eden. People normally 
opposed to war profess to be outraged because 
the British Government did not plunge into 


the fight, and, I suppose, prove again the — 


futility of a war to end war. Had Mr, Bald- 
win and his colleagues, blind to the interests 
of their own people, gone to war in defence 
of Abyssinia, half of the fifty nations re- 
presented at. Geneva would in all probability 


‘have changed their view and said Britain 


was doing it for some ulterior object and not 
solely in defence of the victim. Again, such 
a war would have played into the hands of 
Germany. When the Powers were occupied 
only talking with Italy, Germany took the 
opportunity of occupying the demilitarised 
zone. To what lengths would she have gona 
if her powerful enemy of a few years ago was 
engaged in war with Italy? 

When a Hallam or Macaulay comes to write 
a history of this period and its events, I feel 
sure the ‘onour of Britain will be safe in 
their hands. The only humiliation they will 
have to record will be that so many of her sons 
let down their own courtry in the mistaken 
view as to its best interests and obligations.—

Herr Greiser, invited to Geneva to ex- 
press his views on the Danzig situation, 
made the sitting of the League Council 
on Saturday one of the most remarkable 
ever held. 

He flouted the League in defiant phrases 
and violently attacked Mr. Sean Lester, 
the Irishman appointed by the League as 
High Commissioner of Danzig, demanding 
the abolition of the post or the appoint- 
ment of another man. shed 

He caused laughter by giving the Nazi 
salute to Mr. Eden, and, after showing 4 
disposition not to leave the hall when told 
he could retire, finally left escorted by 
police amid “boos” from the public 
gallery. | . 

The Council expressed its confidence in 
the High Commissioner, and appointed 
Poland to settle the dispute with Germany. 


A CALL EN ROUTE 


‘‘ Unprecedented ’’ was the amazed 
comment of League circles. It is believed 
in Geneva that when in Germany Herr 
Greiser must have been encouraged to 
make such a speech and in such a 
truculent manner. All mention of his 
visit to Berlin en route to Geneva is kept 
out of the German Press, but it is believed 
he had an interview with General Goering, 
who is regarded as Hitler's expert on 
matters affecting the relations between 
Germany Danzig and Poland. 

The conduct of the High Commissioner, 
Herr Greiser said, had enabled a divided 
and fals¢ minority to defy the Nazi 
majority in a most shameless manner and 
to terrorise it. 

“ Even during the war,” 
“1 have never seen corpses so hacked 
about as were those of the victims 
slaughtered by persons supported by Mr. 
Lester. 

He demanded that the League should 
either abolish the post of High Commis 
sioner or send them a man unlike Mr. 
Lester. who would not interfere in the 
internal affairs of Danzig. 

As he finished his speech he threw his 
papers on the table with a defiant gesture, 
remarking: “ Now I feel better.” There 
were loud “ boos " from the various parts 
of the public galleries, and Mr. Fden, 
looking very severe, had to rap un the 
table for order. 


AN OFFENSIVE 


Then, as Herr Greiser 
the Council and the Press galleries to 
leave the hall. he deliberately turned 
towards the Press and put his fingers to 
his nose in a most offensive gesture.

The rest of the members of the 
Assembly, forty-four in number, voted for 
the adoption of the resolution. 

The Negus was not present at 
meeting. 

The resolution expresses the hope that 
the Co-ordinating Committee, formed to 
draw up. sanctions, will ‘‘ make to the 
Governments such proposals as may be 
desirable to bring an end to the measures 
adopted in execution of Article 416.’ 

The resolution also recognises that the 
League Covenant was not integrally 
applied in the Abyssinian affair and in- 
vites all the members of the League to 
send in their suggestions for the reform of 
the League. 

The Assembly, it declares, is ‘‘ per- | 
sua’ ' that it is necessary to increase the 
real “.iciency of the guarantees of security 
which the League offers to its members.” 

The resolution does not expressly state 
that it will not recognise the annexation 
of Abyssinia. A resolution that this 
should be done was put up by the Abys- 
sinian delegation, but was rejected on the 
grounds that the matter was covered by 
the phrase in the draft resolution that the 
Assembly remained “ firmly attached to 
the principles of the pact which 
excludes the settlement by force of terri- 
torial questions.’’ 

A second resolution, proposed by the 
Abyssinian delegation, that the League 
should grant Abyssinia a loan of 
£10,000,000, also was rejected. This was 
voted upon, but there was only one 
‘‘ Aye ” registered. 

More than half the Assembly members 
present, however, abstained from voting. 
The figures were—‘ Ayes,’’ 1; ‘‘ Noes,” 
23; abstentions, 25.

BODY RECOVERED 


Over 500 were engaged in the search 
yesterday, and at 3 p.m., when it seemed 
that further search was hopeless, a 
message was received at Ogwen announcing 
the discovery. Miss M. K. Limmerx, 
sister of the dead woman, was present 
when it was recovered. 

Police Superintendent Owen, who has 
been in charge of the rescue work, called 
for volunteers to climb the rough passage 
to the waterfall. Immediately climbers, 
who had already spent eight hours in the 
hills, offered their services to carry up 
stretcher and other equipment. 

They were joined by motor tourists and 
others, and they took one and a-half hours 
to bring the body down safely. The body 
was later taken to Bethesda to await the 
Coroner’s inquiry. 

When Dr. Limmex’ set out for the 
ramble on Thursday she was accompanied 
by her sister. The doctor went ahead, and 
the sister returned to Ogwen Lake. As 
Dr. Limmex did not arrive back at night 
her sister gave the alarm. 

At Birmingham City Mental Hospital 
a reporter was told that Dr. Limmex had 
been away on a week’s sick leave, after an 
operation for the removal of her tonsils.

When I passed the railway 
station, ten miles away, it was being

J. MELROSE, the 22 years old Aus- 

¢ tralian airman, who was well known 

in England for his flights to and from 

EA ó was killed in an air crash yes- 

terday, says a Reuter message from Mel- 
bourne. 

He was flying to Adelaide in a fast 
monoplane which he fetched from Eng- 
land only at the beginning of this year. 
The iathine appears to have gone into 
an uncontrollable spin, during which the 
wing broke and the machine crashed. 

Mr. Melrose was accompanied by Lieu- 
fenant-Colonel Alexander George Camp- 
bell, a well-known Australian mining en- 
gineer and an Old Boy of Haileybury 
College. He, too, was killed. Lieutenant-

Colonel Campbell served with the Aus- 
tralian forces during the World War, win- 
ning the D.S.O. in 1918. He was born 
at Melbourne 

Melrose left England three months ago 
an his good-will centenary flight to Ade- 
laide. He arrived there on April 25th. 
It was his third England-Australia flight. 


* LUCKY PASTIME ” 


Before he set out from Lympne he told 
a reporter that he intended to start an 
air taxi service at Adelaide, where his 
home was. 

He once said: “ Flying is my lucky 
hastime. I don’t think I am fated to die 
flying." 

Mr. Melrose first came into prominence 
when, unheralded, he landed on Septem- 
ber 28th, 1934, at Croydon, having made 
a new, but unofficial, record of 8 days 9 
hours for the journey from Australia to 
England. 

This was broken by Mr. H. L. Brook 
the following April. 

Melrose was the youngest pilot in the 
Centenary Air Race, in October, 1934, and 
he was the first solo competitor to com- 
plete the course. In the handicap sec- 
tion he was placed second, winning 


£1,000. 
REPORTED MISSING 


He returned to England in 1935, and 
on his return flight abandoned an attempt 
on the solo record to join in the search 
for Sir Charles Kingsford-Smith, who was 
lost in the Bay of Bengal. Melrose him- 
self was reported missing during the 
search, but was discovered—forced down 
by engine trouble—on a lake in Siam. 

Mr. Melrose flew back to London at the 
beginning of the year. 

Mr. N. Pemberton-Billing, a former 
M.P. for East Herts., and an uncle of 
Melrose, was shocked when told of the 
crash. ‘‘ What a rotten shame,” he said. 
“T don’t know what his mother will do 
now. . She and Jimmie were devoted to 
each other, and when the boy was 
in England his thoughts were always 
with his mother in Adelaide.” 


FALLS TO PIECES 

The Times Correspondent at Melbourne 
states that Melrose’s ’plane crashed at 
Melton, 25 miles from Melbourne. 

The aeroplane had been only a few 
minutes in the air on its way to Adelaide 
when trouble was encountered, possibly 
from air currents, and at a height of about 
500 ft. the machine appeared to fall to 
pieces. Parts of it were scattered far and 
wide, and both occupants were hurled out 
and killed instantly. 

Mr. Melrose had been warned not to 
make the journey on account of fog and 
adverse wind.
